THE COMMONS TO CONSIDER THE 
EMERGENCY RATION QUESTION, 


Statements Reported to Have Been 
Made by Mr. Tarte in His Paris

Ottawa, June 80.—In the house yes. 
terday it was decided to take op the 
emergency rations question on Monday 
evening nest. 

Sir Wilfrid Lacrier moved that the 
house sit tomorrow. This was carried, 

Mesars. Britton, Craig and Hender- 
eon objected to the house sitting on 
Monday. 

Mr. Ellis suggested that speeches in 
the house should be limited to ten 
minutes as there was evidently thiee 
weeks more ahead. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that he 
would have to stand by the precedent 
first set by Sir John Thompson, and, 
therefure-sit on Monday. 

Mr. Foster called the attention ot the 
premier to an article in a Montreal 
Liberal newspaper regarding atate- 
ments attributed to Mr. Tarte in 
France. He said that Mr. Tarte was 
the representative of all Canada and 
not a section of it. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier pointed out that 
he had already told the house that Mr. 
Tarte had complained to him of being 
misrepresented in the press, therefore, 
it would be better to wait until some- 
thing definite was obtained. Publio 
men could scarcely be held responsible 
for all that was said about them in the 
press. Mr. Tarte was a loyal British 
aubject. This was shown in the message 
which he and other French Canadian 
British subjects sent ou the 24th inst. 
to Her Majesty the Qoeen. Mr. Tarte 
was proud of his origin and who could 
blame him’ He (Laurier) did not 
know what Mr. Tarte meant if he did 
say the French in Canada were more 
French this year than last. The French 
Canadians were as much French 
last year as this, and as much this year 
as last year. Thenas to Mr. Tarte’s 
alleged statement that French Canad- 
ians were to become #0 numerous soon, 
surely the acting leader of the opposi- 
tion would not object to the French 
Canadians becoming more numerous. 
That was a laudable ambition. French 
Canadians, while loyal to their origin, 
were also loyal to the British crown.

Col. Dorward, British, commanded 
the column that relieved Admiral Sey- 
mour.

His men had made a 
brilliant resistance, never failing in 
courage for 15 days of continuous fight- 
ing. During ten days the men were on 
quarter rations. They started with 
provisions for ten days, and they could 
have held out a day ortwo longer. The 
colamn was a few miles beyond Lofa. 

Che Foo, June 29.—Admiral Sey- 
mour's expedition has been relieved, 
having failed to connect with Pekin. 

There is no news from Pekin. Col. 
Schlelie, Kussian, commanding the 
combined forces of 10,000 men, is sup- 
posed to be proceeding to Pekin. <Ad- 
miral Seymour's expedition is return- 
ing to Tien Isin. His force has suffer- 
ed greatly. It ie estimated that from 
40,000 to 80,000 Chinese troops are 
now before ’ckin.
